Nonfarm employment increased by
263,000 in April. Professional and business
services, construction, health care, and social
assistance added jobs.

The employment change for March revised
down from +196,000 to +189,000, and the
change for February revised up from +33,000
to +56,000. On net, employment over these
months is 16,000 higher than previously
reported.

Average hourly earnings of all private-
sector employees increased by 6 cents in April.
Over the year, hourly earnings have risen by
3.2 percent. Average weekly hours, at 34.4
hours, fell 0.1 hour in April.

Employment in professional and business
services rose by 76,000 in April. Administrative
and support services accounted for 53,000 of
the increase, including jobs gains in services to
buildings and dwellings (+21,000), and other
support services (+10,000). Computer systems
design and related services also added jobs
over the month (+14,000). Over the past 12
months, the professional and business services
industry has added 535,000 jobs.
